We were lioldlng on to our chairs, 


which were finnlv lashed to the inner Cabin 
skylights, under the lee of the ladies' saloon 
Part of, the crew were working hard to ^ei 
the starboard life-boat in hoard, when a bigger 
roll to the windward warned us ot what was 
coming 
'Hold OB !' wme one shouted 
We 


held on 
The chairs rushed forward on their 


lashings 
The deck stood upright. In came 


tbe i*« over the gunwale, over tlio taffrail, 
up to our walsU, II (ted the life-boat out of Us 
shackle*, carried It overboaid, smashing away 
s>*nchk>tts and davits, and out to sea 
Then 


came the horrid cry of 'Man overboard!' 


"The helm was put down, the engine re- 


versed, and back we went on a hearcli—all the 
more so, as sharks had been seen around .the 
ship earlier In the morning. The boat whs 
presently seen some two hundred yards off, 
keel uppermost. Soon after Ue two men 
were observed clinging on to It. Then came 
ah exciting two hours, during which we 
steamed after the boat, which was drifting 
rapidly toward the east. Uut turning a ship 
like tbe Dacca Is very slow business, and, as 
she hung in the, wind's 650 a jib was hoisted 
to bring her round. By the tlmo thlvwas 
done the boat, witli its 
pitiful looking 


crew, was away two miles and more to tlie 
leeward, and we were rolling heavily and un 
manageable. At last the captain decided to 
lovra a boat, and tho order w as given, 'Stand 
by the boat,' and soon aftei, '(ovvcr' 'Who is 
going In her ?' he shouted 


' The first ofhcer, Mr Ingram, sprang over 


the side, caught hold of 'he davit ropes, and 
dipped down, but just as ho got near her, .t 
great roll of the blup lilted lii.n clear of the 
boat twenty foet in the air As 1m came down 
again the boat had drifted forward, and he 
was plunged down In the boiling sea for five 
or six second1;

heeled over, still hanging on, and missed by 
an ac* having his skull smashed against tho 
small boat's side.
